A Great Victory 


Gov. Herman Talmadge has conceded 
defeat in the shocking and mysteriously 
motivated attempt to impose the county 
unit system on Georgia's general elec- 
tion. 

Georgia has emphatically rejected 
the attempt to shackle the freedom of 
_the voter, to make impossible any inde- 
pendent campaign, and to turn over, in 
fact, complete and entire control of elec- 
tions to the faction in power. 


The victory was won largely by the 
people of rural Georgia. 

In his concession of defeat, the gov- 
ernor, of course, blamed his defeat on 
Atlanta. The facts are that about 40 
rural counties voted heavily against the 
measure and, more important, in almost 
all the more than 100 others there was 
a substantial “no” vote. In many of the 
smaller counties in rural regions the 
majority for the amendment was very, 
very small. Even in the bloc-vote, Tal- 
madge-controlled -counties there was 
some opposition. 

It was a victory of, for and by the 
whole people—everyone had a hand 
in it.

While we are proud of our share in 
the victory, it is necessary, because of 
the governor’s attempt to make it appear 
an Atlanta triumph, to point out that 
weekly and daily newspapers in every 
section of the state joined in the fight 
for freedom to vote. When people know 
the facts they can be depended on to 
do what is right. 

Perhaps the most shocking feature of 
the campaign was the false and ruthless 
attacks against all those who opposed 
the amendment. The most fantastic and 
far-fetched charges were made against 
those on newspapers, against all other 
individuals’ who publicly opposed the 
amendment and against the good people 
of Atlanta. It was such a shocking state 
of affairs that the churches and mimis- 
ters of the state were forced to adopt 
public resolutions against the use of the 
race issue and the smear techniques 
employed. 

Perhaps this victory by all the peo- 
ple, the rural people and the city peo- 
ple—and all of us are people devoted to 
our state—means that Georgia is weary 
of campaign by smear and fear. 

Not in a long time has the state had 
so healthy and encouraging a develop- 
ment.

Cecil A. Alexander

Amendment No. 10 
Will Simplify Ballot 


Passage of Amendment No. 10 is con- 
structive action that will simplify vot- 
ing in Georgia. The measure provides 
that constitutional amendments of local 
application will be advertised locally 
only and passed upon only by the resi- 
dents of the area affected. 

No longer will an amendment to le- 
galize a tax levy for fire prevention in 
Cobb County be advertised in Decatur 
County at the Florida line.

Thus the ballot will be shortened. 
The kind of ballot we were forced to 
handle last Tuesday will be eliminated. 
That ballot was referred to this week as 
the bedsheet, the horse blanket and the 
tobacco seedbed cover. 


With Amendment 10 in the Consti- 
tution, Georgia will save money on legal 
advertising. The citizen will profit from 
that saving and from the further sav- 
ings in time and trouble at the polls.

Despite Her Age 


Recently the Statue of Liberty celebrated 
her 66th birthday on Bedloe’s Island. A flag

The arbitrary retirement policy of pres- 
ent-day Americans, the writer asserts, ig- 
nores vital statistics, is medically unrealis- 
tic, and takes no account of the fact that in- 
flation has made a mockery of many pension 
plans. Other voices have been pointing out 
the same thing and deploring the waste of 
skills and energies through inelastic retire- 
ment policies. There appears to be a grow- 
ing recognition that a man is as young as 
his thinking, as mature as his experience, as 
valuable as his demonstrated ability.

There is, in fact, 
the semblance of fantasy about the morn- 
ing-after jubilation. 


The quicker our people sober up to the 
hard necessities of this troublous period, the 
better off the nation will be. 


General Eisenhower's divided party is 
likewise a problem, Its seriousness is mag- 
nified because the divisions are on basic 
approaches to the international threat. If 
these differences are not resolved and policy 
directed along straight and firm lines we 
could sacrifice much that we have gained 
in the common front we have established 
with our allies against Soviet imperialism. 
Here involved, first and foremost, are two 
men—the president-elect and Senator Taft 
of Ohio. 


Whatever working agreement they de- 
vise, the new president, beyond that, will be 
compelled to enlist the aid of Democrats. 

The president-elect has a personal re- 
sponsibility because he gave Joe McCarthy 


his head in the campaign. The general may . 


not realize it, but Joe McCarthy’s slander- 
ous campaign against Governor Stevenson 
and some of the Democratie candidate’s 
assistants became a most fearsome spec- 
tacle to a great many persons who switched 
to Governor Stevenson for that single rea- 
son.

The Polls Again 
Missed the Mark 


WASHINGTON—lIn one way the political 
experts took as bad a beating this time as 
they did four years ago in calling the turn 
on the presidential election. .The mistake 
they made in 1948 was in overestimating 
the strength of the Republican ticket, where- 
as this time they grossly underestimated it. 


That applies equally to the professional 
pollsters and the private prognosticators, 
whose close association with political events 

causes them to be given a 
rating as experts in the 
field of election fore- 
casting. 

To show how far off 
the experts were, most of 
them predicted a_ horse 
race in the presidential 
contest. Take the News- 
week poll of 50 selected 
Washington e¢orrespond- 
ents and news commen- 
tators, for éxample. They 

divided almost evenly in predieting an Eisen- 
hower or a Stevenson victory. And the aver- 
age of their guesses gave the winner only 
three electoral votes more than the loser. 
According to the calculations of this group 
of so-called ‘‘experts,’”’ of which the writer 
was one, the election was supposed to be 
that close. As it turned out, it was a mile 
wide of the mark, General Eisenhower win- 
ning by one of the greatest majorities in 
history, both in eiectoral and popular votes, 

The professional pollsters like Dr. Gallup, 
Elmer Roper and the others made no less 
of a spectacle of themselves. They, too, 
made a horse race of the election. Some of 
them had it so close that they saw the pos- 
sibility of one candidate winning a majority 
of the electoral college while coming out sec- 
ond in the popular vote. Nothing could have 
been further from what actually happened. 

The only thing that saved the pollsters 
was that they erred on the side of conserva- 
tism in estimating the strength of the Re- 
publican candidate. If they had made half 
the error on the other side, they would have 
been made to look even more ridiculous than 
they were in 1948. 

Only on one point were the pollsters cor- 
rect. That was on the score of their findings 
that General Eisenhower would run stronger 
than his party. But even here they were 
wide of the mark in predicting that the gen- 
eral would run only a few points better. He 
did that and some. In fact, the Republicans 
were able to sneak through with bare work- 
ing majorities in both houses of Congress 
while their presidential candidate was walk- 
ing away with the election. That adds up to 
one of the strangest developments in politi- 
cal history. 

The only answer to it is -that -millions of 
voters with Democratic leanings divided their 
allegiance between their own party candi- 
dates for Congress and the Republican 
presidential nominee. 

All the things «considered, the so-called 
experts did not show up so well in the 1952 
presidential balloting. They predicted a driz- 
zle whereas a cloudburst came,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6—The only income besides savings that 
President Truman will have after he leaves office on Jan. 20 is 
a military pension of $95.66 a month. But he has a fat portfolio 
full of job offers. 

The pension is one given Reserve officers after they reach 60 
years of age, provided that they have met requirements for 20 
years of active and inactive duty. The President commanded a 
field artillery battery in World War I, attaining the rank of 
major at the end of the war. He stayed in the Army Reserve 
and now holds the rank of colonel. 

No pension is provided for a former President and they do 
not receive even the free mail privilege accorded to widows of 
presidents. Mr. Truman is understood to have offers from book 
publishers, magazines, newspaper syndicates and radio and 
television firms, but he has made no decision on what he will do. 
He is reported to favor a connection with some non-commercial 
institution.

ATTORNEY IN MEXICO 


There have been recurrent ru- 
mors that whether or not a Demo- 
cratic administration—continued in 
office.

Dr. Roberts, who addressed the 
Fifth District Medical Society at 
the Academy of Medicine, said the 
home care programs included reg- 
ular by physicians, 
physical therapists and 
workers in the homes of the chron- 
feally ill. 

MORE FCONOMICAL 

He said such are 
“more ecenomical for the taxpay- 
er’ than the establishment of hos- 
pital beds—and the chronically ill 
patient is ‘“‘usually happier in.hbis 
home.”’ 

Dr. Roberts said New York City 
is using a home care program ‘‘as 
a partial answer to the need for 
more hospital beds for the chroni- 
cally ill.” 

He suggested other cities, includ- 
ing Atlanta, might develop similar 
programs to meet the needs of the 
growing number of chronically ill 
persans. 

Dr. Rodberts said about 25.000.000 
people in this country suffer some 
degree of chronic illness, according 
to a national health survey. He 
said 7,000,000 of these have a “*sub- 
stantial’’ disability and 1,500,000 
are disabled. 

AGENCY NONGOVERNMENTAL 

One reason for the increased 
number of chronically ill persons, 
_he said, is the progressive aging 
of the population. He pointed out 
that very few people die today of 
typhoid fever, diphtheria or pneu- 
monia—but they may live until 
they get heart disease.

Place - cushion of crumpled 
waxed paper on bottom of box. 
Tuck ready-to-eat sugar-coated 
cereal or unbuttered popcorn 
into each nook to prevent cook- 
ies from juggling. 


5. Repeat snug arrangement 


until box is filled to within \% 
inch of top. 

6. Add final, generous cush- 
ioning layer of waxed or Christ- 
mas gift paper. Tape box shut. 
Wrap box tightly in heavy brown 
paper; tie securely with cord. 

7. Label front and back with 
address and return address in 
full. Add ‘“‘Fragile Handle With 
Care”’ stickers. 

The post office department 
limits packages, in regular 
overseas mail, to 70 pounds. 


Dimensions must be within 100 
inches overall. — 

Air mail packages can’t weigh 
more than two pounds and must 
not measure more than 30 inch- 
es.
